Registered Letters 


The New York N u t inn calls atten­ 
tion “ to the peculiar advantages of the 
registered letter system;” anil we note 
the singular l’aet ¡hut a large majority 
of the people have- not the slightest 
practical knowledge of its existence. 
In the lusit place it is in operation at 
every postofiiee, and it is not like the 
money order system, routined to those 
who do a considerable amount ot busi­ 
ness. 
So far as the sender is concern­ 
ed, the cost is (rival (liftcell cen t- 
and 
there is not the double operation of 
sending to the posloltlee for a money 
older and then inclosing it in a letter, 
(m 11 n; contrary, he can inclose bis 
money in bis letter as he writes it, af­ 
fix six stamps instead of one, and send 
it to the postolflee by any messenger, 
receiving hack the postmaster’s re­ 
ceipt. 
On the part of the receiver 
there is also the advantage of a single 
operation, for lie linds the money in 
the letter w hen he opens it, and is not 
obliged to present bis money order at 
the postollice for payment. 
But there 
i* ul o this peculiar advantage: Al­ 
though the letter lie sent from New 
York to tlie remotest prairie postollice 
in Texas, thel'e comes back to tlie Sen­ 
der, in course of time, the receipt of 
the party to w hom il is addressed, and 
this the postoHice brings to him with­ 
out additional charge. 
Thus it saves 
the receiver 
trouble and cost 
of 
acknowledging its receipt, and assures 
tlie sender that his remittance was ac­ 
tually delivered. 
So far as safety is 
involved, the system is subject to tlie 
usual casualilies, such as lire and ship­ 
wreck, hut apart from those m aybe 
nearly perfect. 
Every mail agent, 
from the llrst postmaster to tlie last, 
receipts for the package when he n - 
ceives it, so th at if a loss occurs the 
Department can put its hand on the 
responsive parly. 
As a m atter < f 
fact, we believe that no loss has uccur- 
ed under the present revised system, 
except, such as would come under the 
head of actual easualities.

T h f. Telegraph Wires are ¡still down. 
Instead of the Eastern dispatches, the 
H e r a l d had to go to press contented 
with southern news only. 
As one 
difference between this paper and all 
other journals south of San Jose, will 
he the amount of telegraphic intelli­ 
gence, inclusive of a full stock and 
market, report, etc., it feels the sus­ 
pension of news very acutely. 


A Monarchy in France. 
Monday’s telegrams show that 
the fears of the French Republicans, 
expressed when McMahon was elected 
President of the Republic, were too 
well founded. They looked upon his 
election as a wedge to prepare the 
opeuing for the introduction of monar­ 
chy; they thought a President was 
elected that a King might succeed. 
In accordance with their fears it is 
now proposed to establish a monarchy, 
based on the old charter of 1814. 
This means that an attempt will again 
be made to degrade France by putting 
an imbecile king—Bourbon or Orlean- 
iat—upon its throne; it means that re­ 
publicanism may again prove a failure 
in France, and misgovernment may 
again be the rule. 
When the noble France of past his­ 
tory fell, when she lay bleeding and 
torn beneath the German rule, every 
historic heart bled with her; when 
she rose up still bleeding and put on the 
garments of freedom and began to 
heal her wounds, every heart rejoiced. 
It was then hoped that the troubles of 
France W’ere over; that she had en­ 
tered upon the safe and open sea of 
liberty and free government. But it 
seems not to be. More trouble rises 
up in the distance before her. What 
will be the result ouly a prescient 
mind can foretell. Let us hope for the 
l»est. 
In this emergency, grand old Thiers 
is again seen hurrying back to be­ 
loved Frauce to meet the storm. Al­ 
though France forgot him, he can not 
und will not forget her. When he shall 
have passed away, when the historian 
shall sift out the good in each man’s 
life, and shall raise a mental monu­ 
ment to his memory, that of this 
grand, good, old man will be shining 
and prominent among those of the 
purest and best. 


It seems almost inqioHMible to issue 
a single number of an Independent 
paper without some plea for right, 
some cry against wrong. It is the one 
theme that is never old, and which 
bears constant repetition. Corruption 
exist in so many forms that it is hard 
to tell where to assail it. It penetrates 
even the meetings of civic dignita­ 
ries, is rampant in the merchant’s otllce 
and the pulpit, until no profession or 
class is free from its inoculation. The 
great cry that goes up from the hearts 
of 4he people to-day is reform. The 
one longing of thousands of American 
citizens is for political and social 
purity. If corruption and lawlessness 
stopped in the ring of politics, it 
would matter less; but it invades 
homes, ruins families and saps the 
very roots ot even ordinary morality. 
For one divorce case that was heard 
of a dozen years ago there are le­ 
gions now; where one defaulter dis­ 
graced his name formerly there are 
hundreds to day. It is a bold asser­ 
tion but a true one, that it is almost 
impossible to read the full measure of 
Eastern news two days in succession 
without coming across a record of 
some official dishonesty. 
What, then, is the source of the in­ 
crease of divorces, suicides, defalca­ 
tions, bribery and general social pollu­ 
tion? Undoubtedly political degener­ 
ation. From the fountain head it 
flows through a million sources. Gov­ 
ernors and policemen, Judges and jail 
guards,from the highest to the lowest, 
there is too frequently but one under­ 
standing, one community of feeling. 
Newspapers unblushingly receive 
bribes. Railroad companies do not 
hesitate to pay hard coin for collateral 
puffing. Companies of all sorts subsi­ 
dize every individual or corporation 
that can do them good. 
It is “You 
help me and I'll help you,” and so the 
dirty channel gets muddier and filthier 
as it flows, until the country that It 
traverses becomes one vast cesspool. 


Racing. 


The Weekly Preaa says that Los An­ 
geles is subject to twice as many fogs 
as is santa Barbara. Disputes as to 
the relative amount of fogs will help 
neither town. As to the truth of the 
assertion, any one who ever lived in 
Los Angeles kno’^ q ^ a ^ j>eing further 
/WflTtWsea tlum Santa B5v *"frarpfo¿¡£ 
are of far less frequent occurrence. Tho 
Frena is a splendid advocate of the in­ 
terests of Santa Barbara, but should 
never bolster up the town at the ex­ 
pense of other interests closely allied 
to its own, especially when its asser­ 
tions are without foundation. There 
are items which might be quoted to 
the disadvantage of Santa Barbara. 
Bickerings will not increase the popu­ 
lation of either place. Santa Barbara 
is a very lovely spot, so is Los An­ 
geles. If neither is perfection, it is 
becuuse on earth perfect iou is not to be 
found. The item below is quoted from 
the Preaa, not in malice, but in self­ 
defense. It appears in the same num­ 
ber that taxes Los Angeles with fog 
propensities: 
Only one little ribbon of blue sky 
appeared to-day just over the tops of 
the mountains. The overhanging fog, 
however, took the form of low clouds. 


Cold Flowing into the Country. 
For some reason, not readily made 
out, just as a fluancial crisis occurs 
in the East, gold begins to come in. 
Ever since Jay Cooke’s failure there 
has been a constant stream. The first 
shipment notified was $500,000 United 
Htates Eagles drawn from the Bank of 
England with $600,000 in sovereigns. 
This was followed by $050,000 iu a few 
days, and $1,250,000 left London 8a t- 
terday. These sums make $3,000,000 
rejiorted, but other sums not reported 
may increase the figure to $10,000,000 
before the market turns. On the 1st 
proximo $25,000,000 is due for interests 
on United States bonds. Januury 1st, 
$30,000.000 more is payable; also 
$20,000,000 principal of the 5 per cent, 
debt falls due. All these sums make 
$85,000;000 gold to come on the mar­ 
ket, besides what the Treasury may 
sell. Of necessity, gold must come 
down and greenbacks go up. The good 
time is coming when we shall have 
one currency as well as one country. 


Of course San Diego imports more 
goods proport ionally than Los Angeles. 
It raises nothing which it consumes, 
and it must needs do this. The Hkh- 
a i.d only quoted the tonnage to show 
the relative size of the two towns, and 
Í9 very glad to see the World so frank 
in its acknowledgement. This item is 
cheerfully bantering but not “ set 
down in malace.” The Southern Paci­ 
fic towns have too great interests in 
common to be able too snap at each 
other overa load of wheat or a lady's 
bandbox on a steamer. If San Diego 
and Santa Barbara continue to say 
unpleasunt things ubout this city, the 
H e r a l d will quote their respective 
doings under the head of “Los Angeles 
and Suburbs.” 
Irving, the self-confeSHed accom­ 
plice in the New York murder, took 
nis last toddy in the Grand Hotet; 
conversed freely about the richness of 
Galifornia valleys, and went off with 
a two-bit cigar in his mouth, to prob­ 
able perpetual imprionment in New 
York.

$650, as the first prizes respectively. If 
these $1,000 purses do not tempt own­ 
ers of horses above to contest for the 
Society’s prizes, they are sadly want­ 
ing in energy and spirit. The H e r a l d 
hopes to see some of the crack horses 
at the ensuing Fair. There is yet a 
whole month in which to prepare, and 
a great many flyers are still in train­ 
ing. A visit to Los Angeles at this 
time of year is most delightful; the 
íFUU .trees are bowed down with their 
golden Third?»*, and the whole dis­ 
trict, from Santa BarliUpn to Los An­ 
geles and thence to San Diego, is en­ 
joying such an autumn as only South­ 
ern California knows.

J. H. Htout, Special Agent of the 
Pima and Maricopa Indians, at the 
Gila Reservation, Arizona, is en route 
to Han Francisco per S. S. Mohongo, to 
await further instructions regarding 
the movements of his parly.

in charge of Antonio Azul, Chief of 
the Pimas, and Juan Chivari, Chief 
of the Maricopus, two sub-Chiefs and 
an Interpreter, destined to Washing­ 
ton, thence to the Indian Territory to 
look up a suitable place for the loca­ 
tion of their respective tribes. 
San IU Kuo, Oct. 7.—'The State Hoard 
of Equalization has fixed the State 
tax for this year at fifty cents per one 
hundred dollars.

Vote for Two Justices. 
Judge Crockett was elected in Octo­ 
ber, 1869, and neither himself, nor any 
of liis friends then claimed that hfs 
term of office was for ten years. The 
law under which he was elected was 
the Act of April, 1861, Section 4 of 
which is as follow's, providing for the 
election of a Justice to fill a vacancy: 
“The Justice thus elected shall hold 
Ids office for the balance of the unex­ 
Bred term of his predecessor.” [See 
ittell’s Digest, paragraph 1225. 
Was Judge Crockett elected to fill a 
vacancy. Of this there can be no doubt. 
Judge O. L. Shatter elected in 1863, 
drew the long term for ten years 
which, of course, would expire in 1873; 
but he resigned in 1860, having four 
years of his term left. To this vacancy 
Judge Crockett was appointed by Gov­ 
ernor Huight. and, subsequently, ul 
the election in October, 1869, he was 
elected. The regular Democratic ticket 
ii]Mm which he ran was printed as fol­ 
lows: 
For Justices ot Supreme Court— 
For full term, 
WILLIAM T. WALLACE. 
For vacancy occasioned by the resignation of 
Justice .Shutter, 
J. It. CROCKETT. 
Now, if he was elected to fill the 
“vacancy occasioned by the resigna­ 
tion of J ustice Shatter,” it is clear that 
his term lasts no longer titan Hhafter’s 
would, hud he remained on tiie bench. 


THIN AN Ik THAT. 
In Wisconsin the farmers have nom­ 
inated a full State ticket. 
A book from Anna Dickinson may 
be expected late in the season. 
The posthumous biography of the 
late Htuart Mill is to be published next 
month. 
The New York Conventions both 
denounce back pay and vet Roscoe 
f onkliug, a back pay grubber, is Chief 
Justice. How long, Oh, how long. 
Minnesota has more miles of railroad 
than Massachusetts, the former having 
1,906, and the latter 1,858. In 1863, 
Massachusetts had 1,582, and Minneso­ 
ta only 31 miles. 
A ease is concluded in Indiana in a 
manner to indicate that when a rail­ 
road company sells a ticket, it is with 
the understanding that the passenger 
will be furnished a seat. A passenger 
in Indiana lately refused to give the 
conductor his ticket until he was sup­ 
plied with a seat. The train being 
crowded, the conductor could not com­ 
ply with his request, und put the pas­ 
senger off the ear, th rowing his bag­ 
gage after him. The latter entered u 
suit against the company, and was 
awarded $2,600 damages by the jury 
which tried the case. 
The cholera has broken out with 
more than usnul severity in Europe. 
It has made fearful ravages in Hun­ 
gary and Transylvania. In Vienna a 
thousand deaths have occurred. In 
Germany it lias been widespread, ap­ 
pearing at Magdeburg, Munich, Ko- 
uigNherg, Stettin, and many other 
towns. From Germany it has passed 
over to Havre, in France. The dis­ 
ease lias also appeared in Rome,where, 
up to last re]K>rts, there had been 74 
cases. It is not, probable that it will 
reach California, as the season is too 
far advanced. 
By the death of Hir Edwin Landseer, 
England loses an artist who has for 
nearly half a century held the fore­ 
most rank among British painters. 
Horn in 1862, lit* begun, like Lawrence, 
to caricature tiie people about him. Iu 
1816 lie became a student of the Royal 
Academy, and by the time he had ar­ 
rived at 25 yeurs of age, was famous 
even in a circle that boasted of Wilkie, 
I.ttwrenoe, Collins, Herring, and the 
elder Linnell. His genius was shown 
not only in his wonderful dog pictures, 
which have, perhaps, never been 
equalled hut in the instance of Baker, 
or New York, whose oil painting, kit- 
kat size, of “old dog Jack,” seen any 
day ut the Placard Exchange, but in 
his treatment of the liumau figure. 
Who, for instance, that has ever seen 
ids "Titania,” “Flood iu the High­ 
lands,” or “Wellington Riding Over 
the Field of Waterloo,” can fail to see 
his mastery of the many types of hu­ 
manity represented iu those three pie- 
tures alone? His gieatest national tri­ 
umph was achieved in the modeling of 
the four gigantic lions that guard the 
Nelson monument, whose massive fig­ 
ures, terrible in their grim repose, sug­ 
gest ideas of |iower that recall the 
memories of the winged monsters of 
Niuirod.

A CARD. 
TIIK JUDICIAL El.LITTON. 
The Isis Angeles correspondent of the San 
Diego H'tirhl, in the Issue of that paper of Oc­ 
tober'¿it, states, with reference to the rulings 
of Judge Sepal veda on the trial of IV.Iro na­ 
dilla, as follows: 
I have conversed with several of the lending 
lawyers of the town, and learn from them 
that Judge Sepulveda's t-oiirse meets with 
their endorsement, and that they are ready to 
give it In writing, should Judge Sepulveda 
deem it necessary.

The owners of the steamers Ventura 
and Constantine have commenced suit 
against B. C. Vundall and F. R. Voigt, 
publishersofthe “GDm/e.” Theuames 
of the plaintiffs are Charles Goodall, 
C. Nelson, et al., and the case is being 
tried in the third District Court. 
They say that 011 several occasions 
in August last, the defendants, with 
intent to injure their business and pre­ 
vent tiie public from patronizing the 
steamships or employing them for the 
purpose of conveying freight or passen­ 
gers from Han Francisco to Santa Bar­ 
bara, published in the (Juitle a state­ 
m ent tlmt the steamers would sail 
from San Francisco to San Buenaven­ 
tura and Huenentc, und intentionally 
concealed the fact that the steamers 
would sail for Santa Barbara, Bail 
Buenaventura und Hueneme. It is 
averred that by reasons of the conceal­ 
ment of the voyages of their vessels to 
Santa Barbara, plaintiffs lost passen­ 
gers and freight that would have been 
otherwise carried hy them. Plaintiffs 
usk $5,000 damages.

The World promised

Umbrellas. ' 


WI10 would ever think that umbrel­ 
las were so old an institution. 
It ap­ 
pears however from tin* following ar­ 
ticle: 
Dr. Morrison, the great missionary' 
to China, states tlmt there is mention 
made of umbrellas and parasols iu 
books priuted in China more than 
1,500 years ago, aud that the most won­ 
derful traveller, Layard, relates that he 
discovered 011 the ruins of Niuevuli, 
in bas relief, a representation of a 
king iu his chariot with an attendant 
holding an umbrella over bis head. 111 
India we uiso find that the umbrella 
lias been used in remote ages, and 
principaly as an insignia of royalty, 
its shape differing very little from 
these of modern use. In Burmah the 
princes use a very large umbrella, and 
it requires a seperate attendant to car­ 
ry it, and liis position is u recognized 
one in the royal household. One of 
the titles of tiie king is us follows: 
“ King of the white elephant and lord 
of twenty uuibrellus.” The Emperor 
of China, w ho never does anything on 
a small scale (if he cau help it), lias 110 
fewer than twenty-four umbrellas car­ 
ried before him when he goes a hunt­ 
ing. 
It is used in tiie country as a 
defense against ruin as well as sun, and 
is principally made of a sort of glazed 
silk or paper beautifully painted. We 
find umbrellas as mentioned as 111 use, 
or at least known, in England 150 
years ago. 
In Cambridge, we read 
that early in the lust century um­ 
brellas were let out 011 hire for so much 
|>er hour, like sedan-chairs. 
Junas 
Hanwuy, a founder of a hospital in 
London, has the credit of being the 
first person in London who liad the 
courage to habitually carry ail umbrel­ 
la. 
He died iu 1776, and itjx said that 
he carried an umbrellu for thirty 
years; so the date of tlieir introduc­ 
tion for general use may lie said to 
date from 174(1.
